ASI to point 
students to 
computer labs 
on campus 


A comprehensive list 
of the computer labs 
will be available ina 
few weeks. ;

During finals week, the most com- 
mon places for computer use on cam- 
pus comes down to two locations: the 
Horn Center and the University Li- 
brary. But many students, like junior 
psychology major Cassie Conlin, find 
that the time it takes to reach these 
places can be an issue. 

“IT hate walking all the way to the 
library,” she said, “especially because 
I have to park so far away.” 

To combat the problem, Associated 
Students Inc. officials are compiling 
a list of all computer labs available 
to students on campus, a list that may 
soon make traveling across Cal State 
Long Beach’s 322-acre campus for a 
computer a thing of the past. 

The list, which is being put together 
by ASI Senator Brandon White and 
Associate Vice President for Student 
Services and Dean of Students Jeff 
Klaus, will include the locations of 


computer labs, hours of operation and ~ 


restrictions of use, with certain labs 
being limited to specific majors. 

“We think it’s something that would 
be useful for students,” Klaus said. 
“We want to know where [the com- 
puter labs] are located and which ones 
are accessible to all students.” 

Klaus said most colleges have com- 
puter labs for their students, and us- 
ing those labs can be more convenient 
than walking to either the Horn Center 
or the library. 

Klaus said that the topic of com- 
puter labs on campus arose during a 
conversation with White. After a few 
minutes, both Klaus and White real- 
ized no resource existed to clearly 
show students where the computer 
labs are on campus. 

“It. surprises me that [a lab list]

Pan anticipation of a 
possible fine, as university ad- 
ministration and police work to 
change policy and allow skate- 
boarding at Cal State Long 
Beach. 

Changes to a Long Beach 
City municipal code that 
would allow skateboarding on 
CSULB’s campus will soon be 
presented to Vice President of 
Administration and Finance 
Mary Stephens, who will then 


make a case to the Long Beach City Council to permit 


skateboarding. 


University Chief of Police Fernando Solarzano, who 
is among the supporters of on campus skateboarding, 
said he has seen skateboarding evolve over the years 


“Skateboards aren’t 
toys anymore,” Solorzano 
said. “They’re a form of 
transportation that many 
students use to get around 
campus.” 

According to the current 
code, use of skateboards 
is prohibited on all streets, 
alleys, sidewalks, parking 
facilities, driveways, paths 
and grounds of the campus. 

Students are not permit- 
ted to ride skateboards any- 
where on campus, and those 

_who do are subject to being 
issued a citation of more 
than $200. 

Solorzano said he and 
his staff have been working 
with Capital Project Manager Michael Gardner and 

Alternate Transportation Coordinator Elissa Thomas 
to change the wording of the municipal code so that 
students who use skateboards as a means of transpor- 
tation can ride without the fear of receiving a citation.

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University 
discusses 
plans for 
funding 


CSULB won’t know 

how much money to 
expect from the state 
until May.

Next year will be the first time in five 
years that Cal State Long Beach expects 
to have money left over in the budget to 
distribute after funding classes is taken 
care of, according to Vice President for 
the Department of Administration and 


Finance Mary Stephens. 


Exactly where that money will go, 


however, remains to be seen. 


“The only thing that we have 
funded over the last five years — and 
sometimes we had to take money off 
the top, which meant we cut other 
things — was if we had an increase in 
the number of students, an increase in 


enrollment,” Stephens said. 


The campus expects to have a little 
more than $4 million in additional 
state funds to distribute, according to 
David Dowell, vice provost for budget 


and planning. 


“The campus budget planning pro- 
cess is underway,” Dowell said via 
email. “The four university divisions 
will each request portions of the funds. 


We don’t yet have a spending plan.” 


The four university divisions include 
the Department of Administration and 
Finance, the Department of Academic 
Affairs, the Department of Student 
Services and the Department of Uni- 


versity Relations and Development. 


The Cal State University system 
budget remains preliminary until Gov. 
Jerry Brown releases the May revision 
of the proposed state budget on May 


10, according to Stephens. 


Brown’s 2013-14 proposed budget 
seeks $125.1 million in additional state 
funding for the CSU. It also looks to 
reinstate the $125 million that was cut 
from last year’s budget and was due to 
be reimbursed with voters’ approval of 


. Proposition 30. 


“We're all still somewhat sitting on 
pins and needles, and so we are just 
starting initial discussions, haven’t 
made any decisions yet,” Stephens 


said. “That’s why we have [the campus 


budget planning process] that will rec- 
ommend to the president, ‘If you have 
this money or if you have any money, 


this is how it should be distributed.” 


The preliminary state budget of= 
ten changes as tax revenue either co- 
incides with or contradicts revenue 
projections made six months ago, ac- 
cording to Stephens. This year’s bud- 
get projections have also been affected 
by sequestration, or automatic federal 


spending cuts, according to Stephens. 


If things are going well on the state 


and federal level, the May budget revi- 
sion can increase to above projected lev- 
els. If not, the state may have less money 
to distribute, according to Stephens. 


Stephens said she has been told 
tax revenue, which funds the CSU, is 


looking promising. 
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SJSU uses hybrid classes, edX technology to increase pass rates in classroom 


CSULB is looking to 
create its own online 
and hybrid courses as 
well.

San Jose State University recently 
implemented a hybrid class using edX 
technology and raised its pass rate by 
more than 30 percent, according to 
SJSU Director of Media Relations Pat 
Lopes Harris. 

Harris said that the university is us- 
_ ing edX, a non-profit online learning 


platform founded by Harvard Univer- 
sity, in an electrical engineering class 
and raised the pass rate from 55 percent 
to about 91 percent. 

“Electrical engineering is important 
in the Silicon Valley, and we want to put 
out more college students in the work- 
force,” Harris said. “Students were not 
passing the class, and we looked at oth- 
er resources.” 

Harris said that the provost and some 
professors went to Boston last summer 
to learn about edX and decided to bring 
it to the campus. 

According to Harris, students work 
at home with online lectures and tutori- 
als and then are given problems to work 
on. In-class instruction begins with a 
10 to 15-minute lecture, and the rest of 
class time is spent working on problems 
in groups with instructors providing 


help where needed. 

Students find that the class is more 
work than anticipated but also help- 
ful because it forces them to learn 
the materials in order to keep up with 
their fellow group members, Harris 
said. 

“Students were better prepared fol- 
lowing this class,” Harris said. “Plus all 
quizzes and tests are in class so cheat- 
ing is not allowed.” 

Harris said SJSU plans to open a 
“Center for Excellence” and hold a con- 
ference for the other Cal State Universi- 
ties to talk about working with edX and 
show the results from the pilot class. 
The university also plans to expand the 
hybrid classes into other subjects, ac- 
cording to Harris. 

Vice Provost for Planning and Bud- 
gets at Cal State Long Beach David 


Dowell said CSULB already has online 
courses and a few hybrid classes and is 
looking to expand. 

“We have a project right now to con- 
vert 35 courses to fully online,” Dowell 
said via email. He said a project to con- 
vert about a dozen classes into a type of 
hybrid is also in the works. 

Dowell said online and_ hybrid 
classes are beneficial to students who 
want to take courses that may not fit 
their schedules. He said hybrid classes 
are also more engaging because of the 
blend of technology and instruction that 
they offer. 

Students were open to the idea of 
hybrid classes for more than a few rea- 
sons. 

Senior health science major Chris- 
tina Solis said she would take hybrid 
classes if they were available for her 


needs. 

“I drive an hour and 15 minutes 
to school every day, so I am open to 
anything that does not require me to 
drive to campus,” Solis said. “I think 
these types of classes would help 
commuters and people with busy 
schedules.” 

Solis also said she liked the idea of 
being able to work on her own time 
instead of attending lectures at set 
times. 

Freshman biology major Frank Mai 
said he believes the hybrid classes 
would be better than regular instruc- 
tion. 

“Tt would force you to learn the ma- 
terial on your own and get help from 
classmates and the professor during 
class time,” Mai said. “It would be more 
time efficient.”

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In order for the Long Beach City 
Council to recognize a change to the 
wording of the municipal code, Solorz- 
ano said the campus must first come up 
with a plan of specific rules to regulate 
skateboarding. 

The formal plan, which will be pre- 
sented in front of the City Council, in- 
cludes an illustrated map with detailed 
descriptions of designated areas where 
bikers and skateboarders will be al- 
lowed to ride. 

“Pedestrian safety is the priority,” 
Solorzano said. 


In addition to the map, a set of rules 
and safety tips for skaters, bikers and 
students will also be presented during 
the City Council meeting. 

According to Solorzano, CSULB is 
the first university to put out an exten- 
sive plan for skateboarders and bikers 
on campus. 

“(University of California, Berkeley] 
and [University of California, Davis] 
have good plans for the bikes, but we’re 
the first school to have a skateboard 
plan,” Solorzano said. 

Solorzano said he predicts that the 
Long Beach City Council will hear the 
case this summer, and by fall 2013, skate- 
boarders will be allowed to ride on cam- 
pus.

Solorzano said he and his staff are 
most interested in accommodating stu- 
dents’ needs and want to make their 
time at CSULB enjoyable. 

“Safety and cycling tips and the cam- 
pus policy handout will be handed out 
hopefully during SOAR and during 
safety week,” Solorzano said. 

Holly Skinner, a fashion-merchan- 
dising professor who has been work- 
ing at CSULB for six years, said she 
has seen an increase in the number of 
students who ride skateboards. She has 
also noticed that riders aren’t paying 
close attention to cars. 

“T’m more concerned that the people 
riding the skateboards can get hit by a 
car than me being hit by a skateboard- 
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er,” Skinner said. 

Some students who skateboard on 
campus, like senior communications 
major Sean Kubota, said changing the 
skateboarding policy on campus is nec- 
essary. 

“Tt’d be one thing if we had people 
doing tricks and doing kick flips ev- 
erywhere,” Kubota said, “but we have 
people using longboards as a device to 
transport themselves rapidly through- 
out this long-expanded campus.” 

Kubota also said that skateboard use 
may be restricted on campus because 
the activity has been cast in a negative 
light.

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BOSTON — Vice President Joe 
Biden on Wednesday denounced the 
Chechen brothers accused of plant- 
ing the Boston Marathon bombs as 
“two twisted, perverted, cowardly 
knockoff jihadists,” even as inves- 
tigators scrambled to find out more 
about the suspects, one living and 
one dead. 

Speaking at an outdoor service 
for slain Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology police officer Sean Col- 
lier, Biden explicitly connected the 
bombings and Collier’s slaying to the 
U.S. war against terrorists world- 
wide. Preceded by a martial keen of 
bagpipes, Biden praised Collier as 
a “remarkable son (and) a remark- 
able brother,” while his voice rose 
against those suspected of killing the 
27-year-old officer. 

“They know they can never defeat 
us,” Biden said, adding that “it infuri- 
ates them that we refuse to bend, 
refuse to change, refuse to yield to 
fear.” 

Investigators believe Collier was 
gunned down in his police car around 
10 p.m. Thursday by one of the two 
brothers three days after the marathon 
bombings. 

Federal prosecutors have charged 
Dzhokhar Tsarnaev with use of a 
weapon of mass destruction and de- 
struction of private property with an 
explosive for the April 15 bombings 
in which three people died and more 
than 260 were injured. Both federal 
charges carry the potential for the 
death penalty or for life in prison. 

Officials reported Wednesday that

the 19-year-old Tsarnaev remains in 
fair condition at Beth Israel Deacon- 
ess Medical Center, where he’s being 
treated for multiple wounds incurred 
amid several gun battles with police. 

Tsarnaev’s 26-year-old brother 
Tamerlan died Friday after a late- 
night shootout in which, police say, 
200 bullets were fired and several 
explosive devices were thrown. 

Additional state charges relating to 
Collier’s death and the wounding of 
Massachusetts Bay Transit Authority 
police officer Richard Donohue could 
come soon. 


“We have an active investigation,” 
Stephanie Chelf Guyotte, spokes- 
woman for Middlesex County District 
Attorney Marian T. Ryan, said ina 
telephone interview Wednesday, “and 
we do expect to file charges.” 

Massachusetts does not allow for 
the death penalty, and the state last 
executed a convicted criminal in 
1947. A short-lived effort to reinstate 
the penalty failed Tuesday in the state 
House of Representatives, though in 
a roundabout way that let lawmakers 
avoid a politically difficult up-or- 
down vote. 


Across the Charles River, in down- 
town Boston, Tsarnaev also could 
theoretically face additional state 
murder charges for the three individu- 
als killed in the April 15 bombings. 
For now, though, the Suffolk County 
district attorney who handles Boston 
cases is letting federal prosecutors 
take the lead. 

“We have a team of prosecutors in 
place, if there is some change,” Jake 
Wark, spokesman for Suffolk County 
District Attorney Daniel F. Conley, 
said in an interview Wednesday, “but 
the district attorney believes that the 
federal statutes give federal authori- 
ties appropriate jurisdiction.” 

Through a multi-agency Joint Ter- 
rorism Task Force, investigators have 
been continuing to track the Tsarnaev 
brothers’ footprints worldwide. 

State Department spokesman 
Patrick Ventrell said Wednesday that 
“some personnel . . . headed down” 
from the U.S. Embassy in Moscow 
to the Russian province of Dagestan, 
a largely Muslim region about 1,200 
miles away, to talk to the parents of 
the Tsarnaev brothers. 

The Boston street where both 
bombs had been planted along the 
marathon route opened Wednesday 
to the public for the first time since 
the April 15 explosions. As relieved 
residents strolled Boylston Street, 
businesses were beginning to reopen, 
many sporting “Boston Strong” signs 
in their front windows.

doesn’t exist already,’ Klaus said. 
“Things like this are very helpful.” 

The list, Klaus said, aims to cen- 
tralize computer lab information in a 
way similar to the tutoring information 
made available on the student services 
website last year. He said prior to the 
creation of these resources, tutoring 
information was spread out and diffi- 
cult for students to find; now the loca- 
tions of all tutoring centers on campus 
can be found on a single page. 

Klaus said although he doesn’t 
know if more students are now using 
the tutoring centers available to them, 
having more information available to 
students is always beneficial. 

“When we empower students with 
information and resources, we empow- 
er those students with those resources, 
and that can only be a good thing,” he 
said. 

To compile the list, Klaus said 
computer technicians for different 
colleges and departments within the 
campus are being contacted, as well 
as the departments themselves. When 
the list is completed, it will be made 
available on CSULB websites and 
will be announced through campus 
publications. 

Information is still being gathered, 
and although there is no prospective 
finish date, Klaus said the list should 
be completed within the next few 
weeks. 

“With this list, students would 
know, ‘Hey it’s 10 o’clock at night, 
what are my options? What other ones 
exist that might actually be closer to 
where I’m located?’” he said.

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LBSU set 
for rivalry 


showdown 
in MPSF 
semifinals 


The 49ers will take 
on UC Irvine in Provo, 
Utah tonight.

When the Long Beach State men’s 
volleyball team takes on UC Irvine (23- 
6) in the semifinals of the Mountain 
Pacific Sports Federation tournament to- 
night, the odds will be stacked against it. 

The ‘Niners (23-7) are 0-3 against 
the Anteaters this season. 

“We've had some close matches with 
UCI, and we know it’s going to be a tough 
match,” head coach Alan Knipe said. 

Third-seeded LBSU’s closest match 
against second-seeded UCI (23-6) 
came earlier in the season, on Jan. 25. 
That was when the visiting “Niners 
forced a decisive fifth set in front of a 
roaring UCI fan base. 

The Anteaters ultimately squeaked 
out a victory in the fifth set.

That being said, LBSU is now in 
postseason play, and past results will 
have little relevance when the two 
teams face off at a neutral site in a win- 
or-go-home match. 

“As we saw in the regular season, 
anyone can beat anyone,” junior Taylor 
Crabb said. “The MPSF is the strongest 
conference, and anyone can win on any 
given night anywhere.” 

A win against the Anteaters would 
all but guarantee LBSU a spot in the 
NCAA tournament. The 49ers would 
also advance to the MPSF tournament 
final, where they would face off against 
the winner of the game between UCLA 
and Brigham Young. 


Another factor that LBSU will have 
to face comes in the form of an added 
geographical element, as the game will 
be played at BYU’s Smith Fieldhouse 
in highly-elevated Provo, Utah. 

“Provo is a different place to play in; 
as the altitude changes so does the ball 
flight,” Crabb said. “We’ve got to be 
smarter with our serving and hitting.” 

The last time LBSU reached the fi- 
nals of the MPSF tournament was in 
2006, where it lost to UCLA in four sets. 

UCI is the defending national cham- 
pion and has a very similar team make- 
up to the 49ers. Power hitters like Kev- 
in Tillie and Jeremy Dejno are a large 
part of the Anteaters’ threat. 


Junior setter Connor Olbright said 
that his team has highlighted Tillie and 
Dejno as players that LBSU will want 
to be hyper-aware of during the match. 

LBSU will look to use its wall of 
blockers to shut down the Anteater at- 
tack and will depend on an all-out ef- 
fort from each of its team members. 

“J think we’re playing our best vol- 
leyball right now,” Olbright said. “We 
know we can beat them, and we want 
it more just because of the fact [UCI] 
beat us earlier in the regular season.” 

The ‘Niners will look to extend their 
six-game win streak and earn an MPSF fi- 
nals birth when they take on UCI at Smith 
Fieldhouse. Start time is set for 4 p.m. 


Softball to 
play Hawaii 
on the road

The Long Beach State softball 
team will travel to Hawaii this 
weekend for a series that could de- 
termine whether or not it repeats as 
Big West Conference champions. 

The 49ers (30-19, 12-6 Big West) 
will need to beat the first-place Rain- 
bow Wahine (37-8, 14-1. Big West) 
to climb back into the Big West title 
race. But to do that, they will need to 
overcome some major obstacles. 

Hawaii starting pitcher Kaia 
Parnaby has an NCAA-best 34-4 
record this year. She also has 299 
strikeouts, a mark that is good for 
second in the country and stands 
just one shy of the national lead. 

Shortstop Jessica Iwata and cen- 
ter fielder Kelly Majam power an of- 
fense that ranks 13th in the nation in 
home runs per game. 

“They are obviously getting great 
leadership and performance out of 
them,” head coach Kim Sowder said. 
“They happen to have a really strong 
team this year.” 

The 49ers will open the series 
with a 6 p.m. game on Friday before 
playing a doubleheader on Saturday 
beginning at 2 p.m.
